AN ACT to anthorize the use of the moneys arising from the
sale of certain swamp and overflowed lands in the counties of
Manitowoc and Calumet, fcr drainage and other purposes, and to
amend chapter 637 of the laws of 1865, relating thereto.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enac? as follows :

title of this act to the contrary notwithstanding.

Commistonersto  SECTION 2.  Ansel Watrous, of the county of Calu-

hold orconvesi mret, and Michael Mahoney and John C. Eggers, of the
county of Manitowoc, are hereby appointed com-
missioners, to be known as the board of Manitowoc
and Calumet swamp land commissioners, and as such
commissioners; they are hereby authorized and empow-
ered to act for and on behalf of the said counties, in the
execution of the trust by this act created ; and by this
said name shall be capable in law of taking, holding,
leasing and contracting for selling and conveying the
lands, or any portion thereof, described in the first sec-
tion of this act, acd approprinting the moneys arising
from the sale thereof, 8o far as the same may be necessary
for the purposes mentioned in this act, and no further;
and in that name may contract and be contracted with,
sue and be sued, may have a common seal, and alter
and renew the same at pleasure, and may have and ex-
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ercise all ihe puwers, rights, privileges and immunities
which are or may be necessary to carry into effect the
purposes and objects of this act, as the same are here-
in set forth.

by obstructions placed in the said river or said streams;
and for that purpose, the said board by themselves,
their agents or contractors, shall have further power
and authority to enter upon any adjoining lands, and
make ditches, sluiceways, and do other work necessary
for the drainage of the herein described lands.

ssme which shall not have been contracted for sale by
said board, shall from time to time be appraised by said
board at their actual money value, and certificates of
such appraisals, signed by the president and counter-
signed by the sccretary, and under the seal of said
board, shall be filed with the secretary of state ; and
the said lvnds shall then become subject to sale, and
may be sold by the state at a price not below such ap-

SecrioN 13. It is hereby made the duty of the com- paty of schoot
missioners of school and university lands, to reserve Mg commisior
from present sale the lands described in the first sec-
tion of this act, and hold and dispose of the same, and
the proceeds thereof, in the manner and for the pur-
pose in this act authorized and directed.

SeorroN 14. It shall be the duty of the supervisors Sounty boardsto
of the said counties to meet at such time and place as the Condltions of
may be required by said commissioners, by notice of ¢
not less than ten days,to be served on each of said
supervigors, and when so met, the said supervisors, or
& majority of them, from each of said counties, shall
determine by resolution to accept or reject in behalf of
said counties, the conditions of this act; and if they When bowrdor
shall resolve to accept the conditions of this act, then, orgsnise, Ko,
and not before, the said commissioners shall organize
their board and prosecute the work of draining said
lands according to the provisions of this act, and the
said supervisors shall carry the same into effect by pay-
ment of the orders of said board: provided, that if the
said supervisors shall fail to meet or to act at the time
first notified by said commissioners, they shall meet at

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missioners, such notice to be given at least ten days
before the time of holding such meeting ; and provided,
further, that if the supervisors of said counties shall fail
to 80 aocept this act within six months from its passage,
and to give notice thereof to the commissioners of school
and university lands, the same shall become inoperative
and of no force.

SeorroNn 15. Any vacancy occurring in said board
of commissioners from death, resignation or otherwise,
such vacancy shall be filled by the remaining members
of said board; and if any member of said board shall
willfally or knowingly violate any of the provisions of
this act, or if any officer or agent of said board shall
willfully or knowingly violate any of the orders, diree-
tions or rules of or duties imposed upon him by said
board under the provisions of this act, he shall on con-
viction thereof be fined in the sum not exceeding five
hundred nor less than fifty doliars, or by imprisonment,
or both, in the discretion of the court having jurisdic-
tion, such fine when collected to be paid into the fund
created by this act ; and any member of said board be-
ing 8o convicted, shall be removed from said board by
resolution of a majority of tho supervisors of each of
said counties.

SeorroN 16. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
